Some of tbe besl 
Uonal law hold that when war breaks out 
It Is tbe 'duty of each of the powers to give 
safe conduct out of port to any vassals of 
the enemy which may obance to be visit- 
ing there. This applies more especially to 
war which oomes through formal declara- 
tion and Is bssed wholly upon justice and 
humanity. If a naval vessel of [Spain were 
In New York harbor, for Instance, It 
would be tbe duty of our government to 
give ber safe escort out to sea, because she 
had come Into tbe harbor upon a friendly 
mission and should nut be trapped and de- 
stroyed in a barbaric manner simply" 
causa tbe two nations ohanood to go to v _ 
while she was there.

In Cuban porta, If there was coal 
enough there and If the United States fleets 
had not blockaded them ; In our own ports, 
provided tbe Spaniards could capture 
ahem, but not in the ports of neutral na- 
tions— sot tn Brasll or Central America 
or Mexico or the Bahamas. 

The best authorities agree that coal may 
be sold to tbe sblps of a belligerent In a 
neutral port, but only for the purpose of 
enabling the ships to roach their home 
ports. Any supply beyond this Is illegal. 
For Instance, If Spanish sblps operating 
along our coasts run out of ooal they may 
get at Halifax or Nassau a new supply

coinage. It is the practice of most all 
nationa to charge at their mint* an 
amount 
of conve 

sustaining. The application of the stamp 
sfter the metal has been melted and re- 
fined for coinage is made without any 
charge, aod hence the phrase free coin- 
age nny be properly applied. In com- 
mon parlance we call it free coinage wl en 
a person can take his bullion to the mint 
aud have it converted into standard mon- 
ey without charge except a small fee for 
preparing the k*jM »n for the stamps. The 
popular use of the phrase, "free and un- 
limited coinage of ailver" means that sil- 
ver shall be coined on the same terma 
and conditions that are applied to gold. 
Ii a charge is made on one it shall he 
on both. In other words gold aud silver 
shall be coined ou equal terms. All that 
the advocates of free silver ssk is the free 
and unlimited coinage of both gold and 
silver at the ratio of Hi to 1. Such Mr. 
VI. W. T. is my position on the silver 
qu.stion. I would he gla 1 to call Mr. 
Orant aa a witness in this case, but I am 
afraid his spirit wold see the Pacific rail- 
road stock he helped to water.

A TERRIBLE 
JRAGEDY 

Big John Allen Ground to Pieces 
By a Train. 

ACCIDENT OCCURRED ON SATURDAY 

Remains Were Found Sunday I 
ally Devoured by Hogs. 

HELD $1,000 LIFE INSURANCE 



Rig John Allen, of tl is city, met with 
a tragic death, by being literally ground 
to pieces by an Illlnoia Central train 
Olatoo, in Ohio county, Saturday night. 
It will be remembered that he bad trou- 
ble with one of his sons Sunday night a 
week ago, at the short line round house. 
After the fight that occurred he 
drinking and left home. On Friday- 
he turned up at Fordsville where be con-

ley, of the Illinois Central road at that 
point and wai asked by the latter to get 
aboard the train, but he refused. This 
was the last that was seen of the unfoi- 
ttinate man until his mangled body • 
picked up aloi g the track at Olaton. 

How he met his desth is a mystery, 
None of the train crew saw him on the 
track, and a young man named Baun, 
ho conducts a store at Olaton, stood 
ithin twenty yards of where the 
e tragedy undoubtedly occurred but 
d not see the victim. 
The accident occurred on Saturday and 
the remains were not found until Sun- 
day morning. Judging from the condi- 
tion of the remains Allen must have huY

him. The body was literally groum 
to pieces, Portions ol it were scatterei 
along the track for a distance of fifty 
irda. 

One of the most terrible features of the 
tragedy developed when the search for 



stituted. It was found that hogs bad de- 
voured a portion of the body and a 
tion of the vertibrae, that had been car- 
ried away by the animals was found oi 
the banks of the creek, fifty yards away.

Catastrophe In Which Hundreds 
Loose Their Lives. 



Evaksvillk, Ind.. April 4.— At 7 
o'clock Sunday afternoon the levee 
which surrounded the town of Shawnee- 
town, 111. and kept the water of the flood 
from it, gave way and the raging waters 
rushed iu, giving the people no warning 
of their doom. 

Half the houses were washed away in 
half an hour. The lights were all put 
out and the town was in the darkness of 
Egypt, *o, that the people could not see 
in what direction safety might lie. There 
was no living soul left in a one-story 
house. The houses that were two stories 
high were covered with struggling, fran- 
tic human beings, many of whom had to 
remain in their perilous positions until 
long after midnight, and some there 
were wbo were not rescued until after 
daylight. 

There was no help for the people at 
home, and the telephone aud telegraph 
communication was cut off in the first 
few minutes of the cstastrophe. The 
telephone operator there called up the 
Evansville operator and said the levee 
was broken and hundreds were drown- 
ing. The voice stopped in the middle 
of a sentence, and tbe operator may have 
periahed at ber post. 

The noon bulletin from Shawneetown 
aays that .'our hundred bodies have been 
recovered and three huudred are yet 
among tbe missing. There are no coffins 
to bury the dead aud in many families 
there is no one left to mourn. 

The survivors are left on the hilltops 
at the back of the town and on the topa 
of a few houses in the highest part of 
the place. They are without food or 
shelter and in the cold are suffering 
terribly.

^Spain and Her People. _ 




THE GROWTH AND DECAY OF THE 

GREATEST NATION IN THE HIS- 
i TORY OF THE WORLD. 



Founded on the ruins of ancient 
Borne and peopled by the roggedeit 
raoos of the middle ages, Spain easily 
conquered the old world and discovered 
and overran the new world. Under the 
mle of Charles I of Spain, better 
known in history as Charles V of Ger- 
many, the Spanish empire included the 
whole Iberian peninsula, the Baleario 
islands, Roussillon and Cerdagne north 
of the Pyrenees, the island of Sardinia, 
Sicily, Naples and Milan, Francbe- 
Comte, Holland and Belgium and prac- 
tically Austria, Bohemia, Hungary and 
Transylvania. In Africa it held the vast 
domain wbioh Portuguese adventurers 
had seized, and in Asia the Philippine 
archipelago. In North America Spanish 
territory included everything sooth of 
Savannah on the'east and San Francisco 
on the west, together with Mexioo, Cen- 
tral Amerioa and the West Indies.

province at the time Spain ruled Portu- 
gal. The total dominion of Charles at 
its zenith was about 17,000,000 square 
miles, double that of the czar of Russia 
and infinitely greater than that of any 
other monarch in history. Nor was 
Spain great in size and strength alone. 
She was rich beyond computation. Be- 
sides the boundless resources of the 
Spanish peninsula, which the Both 
sohilds consider superior security for 
enormous loans, the wealth of Germany, 
Austria and the Netherlands was at the 
disposal of Spain. 

All this, however, was as nothing to 
the gold and silver that poured in from 
America. The native mouarchs of Mex 
loo. Central Amerioa and Peru yielded 
op their treasures at the oonimand of 
Spanish adventurers, and the mines, 
worked by Indian slaves, produced the 
precious metals in qnantities that daz- 
zled the world and intoxicated the 
Spaniards. It is estimated that during 
the century wbioh followed the discov- 
ery of the new world 2,000 tons of gold 
and 8,000 tons of silver orossed the 
ocean to be squandered in Spain. Penni- 
less noblemen borrowed money to pay 
their passage to America and returned 
millionaires. Common soldiers came 
baok to the mother country with proces- 
sions of slaves. A certain Spanish sol- 
dier was married in Barcelona to the 
daughter of a nobleman and celebrated 
the occasion by giving away in alms 
$600,000 in gold and stiver. Another 



returned Spaniard stood m a window 
in bis bouse at Madrid and threw into 
the street, a handful at a time, two bar- 
rels of silver coins for the fun of seeing 
the rabble scramble for the muney. Na- 
tional extravagance kept pace with in- 
dividual profligacy, and legitimate busi- 
ness was lost sight of in speculation.

At bor zenith Spain seemed t 
inviuci ble power. Onlj one nation dared 
to challenge it. That nation was Eng- 
land. Spain's argosies were successfully 
attacked in the south seas. Then came 
the destrnction of the gTeat armada. 
The charm was broken. Spain started 
on the downward path and never stop- 
ped. Foes developed without and with- 
in. Under Ferdinand and Isabella be- 
gan the ruin of the country which their 
successors have completed. They drove 
the Jews and the Moors out of Spain. 
It is that fact in Spanish history which 
accounts for the nation's deoadenoe. 
The Jew and the Moor were traders and 
artisans. They constituted the middle 
class, and they were the people which 
the fanaticism of Isabella and the dark 
zeal of Torquemada banished from 
Spanish soil. When they were gone, the 
fires of the inquisition were lighted for 
the thinkers, and free thought was al- 
lowed no foothold under the cross oi 
Castile. When the philosopher, th< 
scientist, the inventor, had goue, there 
remained only the soldier and the peas- 
ant From the days of Ferdinand to the 
days of Weyler it has been the policy ol 
Spain to terrorize her subjeots iuto sub- 
mission by torture and butchery. From 
first to last this poliuy has been a fail- 
ore. 

Early in the sixteenth oentury the 
Netberands revolted and formed 
United Provinces. The sturdy Dm 
men destroyed what remnants remai 
of the Spanish navy, and in 16411 
Rocroy, the Spanish infantry, h 



broken. Portugal and her vast posse* 
sious in three continents were lost in 
1640. Naples revolted in 1848 under 
Masaniello. He was assassinated by 
bravos in the hire of Spain, and after a 
long strnggle the rebellion was sup- 
pressed. But Spain's hold on the two 
Sicilies, once loosened, was never so 
strong again. Franoe seized the prov- 
inces north of the Pyrenees and Frauohe- 
Comte. All anthority in the German 
states had long been lost to Spain, and 
the last Spanish king of the Austrian 
dynasty, at the olose of the seventeenth 
oentury, saw his realm the prey of the 
great powers. 

Equally disastrous were those times 
in the colonies. The Dutch. French and 
English seized foothold in the Guiantts 
and then helped themselves one after 
anotner to tne smaller islands in tne 
Caribbean sea. By the time of the Dutch 
war of 1665 the pretensions of Spain to 
universal ownership in those regions 
were wholly ignored. The English 
seized Jamaica. The French first took 
Tortuga and thence sent ont filibusters, 
who presently drove the Spanish out of 
Haiti— Hispaniola, Little Spain— and 
made It a French proviuoe. Even Ha- 
vana was attacked more than ouoo. 
Drake had a fruitless venture at it.

Kugineer Kuckeby says they were going 
at a speed of l-'to 1(1 miles an hour, and 
he noticed the breaking down of the car 
mid slopped the engine about midway of 
the trestle. Conductor Tild.rd was on 
the third or fourth car and ran to the 
baggage car. Lee Montgomery, the rear 
brakeman, was thrown from the car and 
slightly bruised. Thomas ( handler, 
the head breakemau was on the second 
car, this is the one the trucks left and 
went to tin left side of the road. It ia 
believed that Mr. Chandler misjudged 
the side to jump, thinking probably the 
cars would evidently go with the trucks, 
but he went to the right side and was 
caught across the shoulders by the second 
car. The section crew was immediately 
on hand clearing away what debris tbey 
could and the removing of the car from 
the lifeleas body of the brakeman, could 
not be accomplished until the arrival of 
the wrecking train, which anived at the 
wreck about twelve o'clock.
